§  1 .  //  ut  rte  office  of  the  Chancellor  (or,  in  hi»  ahgence,  of  the  Prendent, 
a«  Vicc-Chknccllor,  or  of  the  Vice-Preiidetit,  »■  Pro-Vicc-Ch«nccUor)» 
io  mmmon,  adjourn,  prorogue  and  disgolvo  meetingt  of  ConvocaHon*  to 
preside  over  them,  to  authorize  the  bringing  forward  of  hmintu  therein,\ 
to  direct  the  taking  of  voteii,^  to  confer  degrees,  to  incorporate  membera 
of  other  Universities,^  to  adinit  those  entitled  to  scats  in  convocation,  and 
to  carry  into  execiition  penalties  inflicted  uppn  members  of  the  House. 

§  2.  The  Chancellor,  before  asfeuming  his  place  in  Convocation,  shall 
take  the  following  engagements  before  the  Vice-Chancellor,  Pro-Vice- 
Chancellor,  or  Senior  Proctor,  and  shall  receive  from  him  the  iosifniia  of 
■  office : — - 

<1.)  "I  do  sincerely  promise  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true 
allegiance  to  her  Majesty  Queen  Victoria,  as  lawful  Sovereign  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  of  this  Province 
dependent  on  and  belonging  to  the  said  Kingdom;  and  that  I  will  defend 
her  to  the  utmost  of  my  power  against  aU  traitorous  conspiracies  or 
attempts  whatsoever,  which  shall  be  made  against  her  person,  crown 
and  dignity  ;  and  that  I  will  do  my  utmost  endeavour  to  disclose  and 
make  known  to  her  Majesty,  her  heirs  and  successors,  all  treasons  and 
traitorous  conspiracies,  and  attempts,  whivh  I  shall  know  to  be  against  her 
or  any  of  them;  and  all  this  I  do  promise  without  any  equivocation, 
mental  evasion  or  secret  reservation,  and  renouncing  all  pardons  and 
dispensations  from  any  person  or  power  whatsoever  to  the  contrary."

§4.  The  same  engagements  shall  likewise  be  taken  by  the  Vice-

Proctor,  if  the  degree  be  that  of  M.A.  or  any  higher  degree,  or  to  the 
Junior  Proctor,  if  the  degree  be  lower  than  that  of  M.A.,  and  by  him 
communicated  to  the  Officer  Presiding  and  the  other  Proctor,  previously 
to  the  Convocation  in  which  it  is  to  be  brought  forward. 

i  2.  All  candidatea  for  (kgreea  are  required  by  stittute  to  prodike  the 
certificate  of  the  Vice-Preaitlcnt  that  they  are  of  the  requisite  standings  and 
have  kept  the  requisite  number  of  term,-^-of  the  Senior  Vrofessor  of  tht 
Faculty,  that  they  have  performed  the  requisite  exercises,— <f  the  Examinera, 
that  they  have  ptissed  the  required  examinations, — aiul  of  the  BurAar,  that 
they  are  not  indebted  to  the  University,  and  have  paid  the  appointed  Fees.* 

§  3.  The  nietnbcr  of  Convocation  who  brings  forward  the  Grace  shall 
do  It  in  the  following  terms :  -  ^

our  Universities  in  this  Kngdom,  would  greatly  conduce
